The only information available to this office is that a Panstwrowe Zaklady

an aircraft engine plant in Rzeszew and of an airframe plant in Milec has 
net been known to date. Mowever, an airframe plant was completed in Milec 
prior to the war, and a workshop was under construction in Rveszow vhich, 
allegedly, was associated with Milec., No post-war information is available 
on these installations.
